McGovern Calls For Withdrawal 
Of Ford^s Gibson Nomination

WASHINGTON (UPIl - Sen. 
George S. McGovern, D-S.D., 
said today that President Ford 
should withdraw his nomi'nation 
of Andrew E. Gibson to head 
the Federal Energy Adminis­ 
tration because of conflict of 
interest.

can,” McGovern said in a 
statement. 
“Gibson 
has

million-dollar ring through his 
nose with the oil industry and is 
holding the chain at the other 
end. 
“There can

and that is a further raid on the 
American 
consumer by 
big 
oil.” 
Gibson. 52:, was appointed 
energy chief 10 days ago. 
A government source said the 
White House knew at the time 
of the appointment that Gibson 
stands to collect an estimated 
$880,000 over the next 10 years 
as

of

agreement with a Philadelphia 
oil transporting firm. 
He had been an assistant 
secretary of commerce and 
head of the Maritime Adminis­ 
tration before joining Interna­ 
tional Oil T ransport Inc. of 
Philadelphia.

Street Journal said Gibson and 
the com'pany were first in­ 
volved in job negotiations in the 
spring of 1972.

founded with a statement of 
purpose and one of Minnesota’s 
greatest governors, 
Luther 
Youngdahl, was a guest of honor 
at that convention. The words 
which he spoke then indicate a 
governor of great integrity and 
vision 
These are excerpts from his 
introductory comments, and no 
one has ever expressed the 
philosophy 
of 
the 
mental 
retardation movem ent with 
more depth and sincerity: 
"The point is this, ladies and 
gentlemen, the retarded: child is 
a human being; 
above and 
beyond being a human being he 
is a child and for reasons for 
which neither he nor his family 
are responsible, he is retarded. 
“He has the same rights that 
children everywhere have. He 
has the same right to happiness, 
the same right to play, the right 
to companionship, the right to 
be respected, the right to 
develop to the fullest extent 
within his capacities, and the 
right to love and affection. 


"He has these rights for one 
simple reason . he is a child, 
and we cannot 
discriminate 
against this child, deny to this 
child the rights other children 
have because of the one thing 
that neither he nor his family 
can help, that he is retarded. 


"W hether he is in Minnesota 
or any other state in the coun­ 
try, or in any other country of 
the world, he is still a child, but 
we have forgotten this and with 
rare exceptions throughout the 


country, the provisions we have 
made for him are barbaric. 
"The retarded child has the 
right to social assistance in a 
world 
in 
which 
he 
cannot 
possibly com pete on equal 
footing. He has the right to 
special education, he has the 
right to be provided with the 
most modern training that is 
possible. 
And not only with 
educational services, but by an 
atm osphere and by a group of 
attendance who will not onh 
give 
that 
child 
patient 
un­ 
derstanding but also give that 
child love and affection. 
"He has a right to these things 
and his parents have a right to 
know that he has these rights. 
For they, too, are entitled to 
peace of mind a tout what is 
happening to a retarded child 
often separated from them.” 
T here 
w ere 
m any 
other 
stirring passages in the former 
governor's speech: underlining 
his view that "The human being 
is an individual whose values 
cannot be measured adequately 
in 
term s 
of 
m a te ria lism , 
usefulness to the stale, physical 
fitness or mental capacity.” 
The words of this man still 
echo through the years and have 
even more relevant meaning for 
us today.

Prophet Jeremiah Foresees 
Captivity For Israel 


By Elisha Douglass 
Our lesson today introudces 
us to Jeremiah, one of the 
greatest prophets of Israel but a, 
tragic figure because his ac­ 
curate prophesies of doom were 
very unwelcome to a people who 
had forsaken God and had 
foolishly put their trust in their 
ability to play the game of 
power politics in a world at war. 
The Near East was in a period 
of great turbulence between 625 
B.C., about 
the tim e that 
Jeremiah began his ministry, 
and 587 B. C.„ when Jerusalem 
was destroyed by the Babylon­ 
ians. The age of David and Solo­ 
mon, when Israel had enjoyed 
power and security, was now far 
in the past, To the North was the 
empire of Assyria, which had 
carried off the northern tribes of 
Israel into captivity in 721 B. C. 


The Sunday School Lesson for 
November 10 is entitled, "When 
National 
Crises 
A rise.” 
Jeremiah 38:2-6, 17-18. 


To the East was the rising 
power of Babylonia, and to the 
South an ancient enemy, Egypt. 
During Jerem iah’s ministry the 
kings of Judah 
attempted 
desperately to maintain a 
degree of independence by 
playing off the giants against 
each other 
Judah's Diplomacy 
It was a losing game, as 
Jeremiah plainly saw. 
First 
backing the Egyptians against 
the Babylonians, Judah became 
a vassal state of Babylonia 
when Egypt was defeated. A 
rising against the conquerors 
led to the deportation of 10,000 
leading Jewish families to 
Babylon in 597 B C. During the 
next ten 
years 
plots 
and 
counter plots disrupted politics 
in 
Jerusalem , 
and 
King 
Ze de k i a li, 
after 
m u c h 
vacillation, at last determined 
to back an anti-Baby Ionian 
faction 
Jermiah observed the frantic 
internal struggles of Judah with 
mounting concern. In his view' 
these events were simply God’s 
punishment for the forsaking of 
the covenant 
The Jews had 
mingled the worship of Yahweh 
with the worship of the pagan 
dieties ot surrounding peoples. 
If they returned to their faith 


Yahweh would ultimately be 
merciful to them, but mean­ 
while there was no way in which 
they 
could 
escape 
divine 
retribution. But when Jermiah 
trumpeted these warnings to the 
Jews, ‘ his only reward was 
persecution. On one occasion he 
was tried for his life; on another 
he was placed in the stocks; and 
in our lesson today—he was 
thrown into a muddy cistern in 
Jerusalem and left to die. Later 
he was rescued through the 
efforts of one of the King’s 
servants. 
Jeremiah Advises Surrender 
The affair of the cistern took 
place during the last days 
before 
Jeru sa lem ’s 
final 
destruction. Jerem iah’s crime, 
for which his being thrown into 
the cistern was punishment, had 
been his advice that King 
Zedekiah capitulate to the 
b e s e ig in g 
B a b y lo n ia n s . 
Jeremiah did not advise this 
course because he was in any 
sense 
a 
partisan 
of 
the 
Babylonians. He was simply 
convinced that they were the 
agents of the Lord to chastise 
the Jews : “Thus saith the Lord, 
this city shall surely be given 
into the hand of the King of 
Babylon 
and 
be 
taken." 
Apparently Jeremiah envisaged 
the subsequent captivity as a 
time of purging. If the Jews 
would return to the covenant, 
purify 
their 
religious 
ob­ 
servances, and abide by their 
original 
ethical 
practices, 
eventually God 
would bring 
about their release. 
Actually this is what hap­ 
pened. About 50 years later, 
when Cyrus of Persia overthrew 
the Babylonian em pire, he 
allowed the Jews to return to 
their homeland. 
Under such 
religious leaders as Ezra and 
Nehemiah a religious revival 
took place. Jewish oral and 
written traditions were com­ 
bined into the Old Testament as 
we know it today, and the 
Jewish law, which comes down 
to our own times, took form. 
God and History 
The careers of the prophets 
always raise the question of the 
degree to which God controls 
history. To judge from the 
Books of Amos, Hosea, and 
Jeremiah- all of which we have 
studied recently—God does not 
preordain the course of history. 


To be sure, God led the Jews out 
of Egypt ajid supported them in 
the desert, but the sins of later 
generations were the result of 
the Jews’ own choice of action. 
The element of predestination 
aDoears to lie in the divine 
punishm ent 
which 
alw ays 
followed the sins of the Jews. 
And perhaps this configuration 
of sin and punishment provides 
a lesson for us today. Modern 
nations are as free to sin as were 
the 
ancient 
Jews. 
But 
if 
prophets have anything to tell 
us, 
it is that retribution, 
although perhaps long delayed, 
will be as certain as it was to the 
nation of Israel under King 
.Zedekiah.

He said Orr and his daughter

William J r .’s diary,

inside the van, indicated the 
family had run out of money 
and not eaten for several days. 
"The diary 
had an entry 
dated Oct. 31 which said they 
had eaten two watermelons the 
day before and planned to eat 
their last one that d ay," said 
Otero County District Attorney 
Norman Bloom 
"The only other reference to 
food was a hamburger the little 
girl had eaten " 
Bloom, who plans to question 
the mother when she recovers, 
said he believed the famih was 


loo proud to seek help. 
"There was an apple orchard 
just across a fence and a house 
within 150 yards,” Bloom said. 
"But I think they refused to 
beg as a matter of pride. They 
might have accepted some help 
if it had been offered, but they 
weren’t going to go begging for 
it." 
Bloom said the family appar­

country when it ran out ot food 
and gasoline on the southern 
New Mexico highway. 
In Pennsylvania, relatives of 
the Orrs said the family had 
disappeared about a year ago, 
leaving their home intact wi th 
food and clothing.

NEW YORK <UPI> - Where 
there’s a will there’s a way for 
the person about to retire or 
already retired. 
The need for a will is there, 
whether you are a millionaire 
or the only property is the shirt 
on vour back. Even if you own 
nothing, you're an estate—in 
the form of your life, your 
health, your rights as a citizen 
The thought is grim, but just 
suppose you were hit by a truck 
and after several 
expensive 
weeks of hospitalization you 
die. Who is to pay the bills, 
take care of burial details, and 
who would you want to receive 
the considerable proceeds of a 
claim against the owner and 
operator of the truck? 
The fact that every adult 
should make a will is brought 
out 
forcefully 
in 
a 
new 
publication from the National 
Retired Teachers Association- 
A m erican 
Association 
of 
R etired 
Persons 
(NRTA- 
AARP). 
The booklet is titled “ Your 
Retirement Legal Guide” and 
although it is directed to 
the 21 
million persons 65 years and up 
who are retired, its advice is 
just as applicable to any age. 
“ While most men recognize 
the need for a will, many 
women do not,” it says. “ Even 
if you depend entirely on your 
husband 
for 
support, 
you 
undoubtedly have property of 
your own. If you die without a 
will, the property may not go 
automatically to your husband. 
Your parents or children may 
very well be legally entitled to 
a share.” 
The guide advises that one 


should 
have 
a 
lawyer—no 
matter what the age. 
Most people know next to 
nothing about their legal rights 
and responsibilities...it is terri­ 
bly risky not to know what the 
law can do both for and to you. 
Finding a lawyer can be a 
challenge, however. The guide 
suggests one way is to find a 
satisfied client —’’so talk to 
your family and friends". Or, 
consult the Lawyers Referral 
Service in your community. 
Estate planning is another 
area covered—whether to es­ 
tablish trusts through banks to 
provide 
for 
wife 
or 
other 
relatives. "E state planning is 
often regarded as chiefly a 
problem, of the rich.," says the 
publication,, "But 
that simply 
isn’t so. Even if your total 
assets amount to a modest sum 
in a savings account, you and 
your heirs will benefit from 
carefully figuring out just how 
it can be most economically 
and purposefully distributed.” 
‘ ‘Your chi'ldren, natura 11 y 
would never start a family 
squabble over furniture" but 
the booklet cites an instance of 
a couple with three married 
sons to whom they left their 
entire estate, but completely 
ignored the division of personal 
effects. 
“ The sons didn’t fight over 
w’ho got what, but their wives 
did” . 
One of the most important 
steps is selection of an executor 
of your estate. Anyone of legal 
age can serve. 
But 
be 
advised 
a 
wholly 
responsible person should be 
chosen. It will be his or her 


duty to handle all legal and 
financial 
matters after your 
death 
"So what do most people do? 
Entirely too many...name their 
Aunt Eleanor who has been a 
h ousew i fe a 11 her 1 i f e,.. an es ta t e 
that has taken a lifetime to 
build should not be placed in 
the 
hands 
of 
a 
financial 
incompetent in order to save a 
fee,” it continues, 
"In some cases your lawyer 
may be a good choice. He has, 
after all, 
helped 
plan your 
estate...” 
The 
lawyer 
also 
is 
an 
authority on saving on estate 
and inheritance taxes. One way 
to trim, says the publication, is, 
Give it awav while you can."

HISTORY and HEARSAY 


A WEEKLY HDOSIER HISTORICAL COLUMN

The election is over and the 
citizens have settled, back with a 
sigh of relief. No more political 
announcements on the TV, no 
more stories in the newspapers 
about conventions and rallys 
and parades - for a few blessed 
weeks there will be peace and 
quiet - until the next campaign 
begins to gather steam. 
However, such periods of 
peace and quiet do not always 
happen. In the Civil War years 
political assemblies continued, 
not for the purpose of electing 
officers, but for “promoting the 
growth and maintanence of 
military spirit, and the enlisting 
and equiping of volunteers” to 
fight that war. Called Union 
meetings, 'they were held in 
every small town and county 
seat around the state of Indiana. 
Though they were supposed to 
be strictly non-partisan in 
character, they were usually 
sponsored by the Republican 
leaders of a given community. 
At such meetings old Mexican 
War veterans painted glowing 
pictures of the glories of battle. 
Many a young man got carried 
away by the exciting tales and 
found he had enlisted in the 
army. It was also common 
practice to read letters from the 
front and to present prominent 
politicians who beat the drum 
for the cause. Business men too 
old to go to war caught the fever 
and did the next best thing - 
furnished money to equip the 
new volunteers. 
There were many who op­ 
posed these “Union” meetings, 
holding the view that to dissolve 
into one party would lead to an 
unchecked, 
unchallenged 
system 
of 
incom petence, 
corruption and oppression. 
These men, who were usually 
D em ocrats and opposed to 
Lincoln's policies, held protest 
m eetings 
of 
their 
own. 
Naturally each side went, to see 
what the other side was up to 
and 
many 
a 
“spirited 
discussion" took place. Men and 
women often traveled miles and 
stood in the rain or snow or 
burning heat to hear 
the 
speakers and sometimes to take 
part in the “discussions” that 
broke out. 
The Rushville Jacksonian for 
July 9, 1862 carries a story of a 
“muss” in Washington Town­ 
ship. A debate was being held 
between four Democrats and 
Four Republicans in a school 
near Raleigh. According to the 
Jacksonian, “When it was plain 
the Republicans were being 
badly worsted in the discussion 
ruffians from Henry County 
interfered and sought to break 
up the meeting. A. sharp contest 
ensued in which nobody was 
killed. The men attending the 
discussion were unarmed and 
had their wives and daughters 
with 
them. 
It 
seem s 
the 
abolition ruffians of Henry 
County are not content to vote in 
our own elections, they also 
want the right to break up our 
peaceful meetings." 
In 
reporting 
the 
same 
m eeting, 
the 
Rushville 
Republican 
accused 
the 
Jacksonian editor Sproule of 
leading the meeting and ad­ 
vocating disloyalty to the Union. 
This was the reason “Seven 
Ogden boys cleaned out the 
crowd.” The Republican story 
goes on to say “The secesh of 
Washington Township have 
.posted notices at. night, on the 
homes of half dozen Union men 
commanding them to leave the 
country. If Union men cannot 
live in Rush County, where will 
they go?” 
The 
sam e 
issue 
of 
the 
Republican carried a notice of a 
“Grand Union Rally at Rush- 


ville on July 19. The President 
has asked for 300,000 more 
troops. Eleven new regiments 
from Indiana are needed to 
crush 
the rebellion. 
Rush 
County’s quota is about one 
hundred and fifty men. Come 
out. and listen, to patriotic Union 
speeches 
- 
give 
the 
distinguished speakers 
the 
reception of which they are 
worthy and your presence and 
influence to aid your govern­ 
ment 
Featured speakers were 
Benjam in H arrison, Colonel 
Wolfe, W. A. Cullen, Esq, and L. 
Sexton, Esq.. 
Evidently there was a dif­ 
ference of opinion on the kind of 
reception the speakers should 
have for a near riot broke out 
among the spectators. The 
Republican reports that 
“A 
disturbance took place on. the 
west side of the square which 
soon enlarged into a free fight. 
Four brothers named Moore 
and an uncle of the same name 
from Burlington were spoiling 
for a fight. One of them pushed a 
Union man into the gutter with 
an uncomplimentary remark . . 
an old drunken sot. named Pea 
came along and yelled for Jeff 
Davis . . . This was enough. The 
Union hoys went in on their 
muscle. Though the Moores 
made a fight worthy of a better 
cause, they soon went off con­ 
siderably worse for wear . At one 
time as many as twenty were 
fighting. 
Clubs, 
knuckles, 
knives and even brickbats were 
used. 
There were many on the 
streets desirous of a muss, hut 
they did some splendid running 
when the fighting commenced. 
We desire peace as much as 
anybody but we are convinced 
the best way to maintain it is to 
knock, down and drag out. 
anyone who declares himself 
friend of Jeff Davis. Treason 
must be crushed out here, too.” 
A similiar story appears in 
Decatur County history. At a 
rally held, on their town square, 
“Many people wore butternut 
emblems and courted trouble. 
Before the day was 
over 
numerous shots were fired, fist 
fights were engaged in on every 
corner and more excitement 
was seen on the public square 
than was ever seen before or 
since.” 
The Greensburg fracas ended 
when one man was shot in the 
abdomen and another man in 
the thigh. 
“This ended, the 
performance and the cop­ 
perheads who were able to get 
out. of town were soon making 
rapid advances toward home. 
Some jumped on their horses 
and forgot to untie them.., others 
crawled on backwards and 
some never took the trouble to 
find their horses but took to 
their heels in the direction of the 
deepest woods.” 
An editor of the tim es, 
commenting on the account of 
such a distrubance by one of his 
fellow editors said, “Colfax used 
the 
word 
“ C opperhead” 
(meaning Democrat) twenty- 
eight times. If the editor does not 
have snakes in his boots, we 
would like to know what is the 
m atter with him.” 
Another editor huffed, “They 
were all young, unmarried men. 
Why are they not serving their 
country on the tented field? Why 
are they gassing so much about 
putting down the rebellion and 
not making a. motion themselves 
to do it? Now, my impression is 
that a spunky old woman with a 
broomstick could clean them all 
out. We’d bet an old hat on the 
result.” 
So much for the good old days 
when people really “got in­ 
volved.”
